A method for depositing a pliosplior pattern comprising pliosplior particles on an article using a direct- 
write tool, comprising the steps of: 

providing a particulate suspension of said phosphor particles having a viscosity of not greater than 30 
centipoise, wherein said phosphor particles are substantially spherical and have a weight average particle 
size of from about 0.1 microns to about 20 microns; and 

depositing said particulate suspension on said article using a direct-write tool that is controllable over an 
x-y grid; 

wherein said phosphor particles have an apparent density of not greater than about 20 percent of the 
theoretical density of the phosphor compound; and 

wherein said direct-write tool is selected from one of an automated syringe and an ink-jet device.

A method for depositing a pliosplior pattern comprising pliosplior particles on an article using a direct- 
write tool, comprising the steps of: 

providing a particulate suspension of said .phosphor particles having a viscosity of not greater than 30 
centipoise, wherein said phosphor particles are substantially spherical and have a weight average particle 
size of from about 0.1 microns to about 20 microns; and 

depositing said particulate suspension on said article using a direct-write tool that is 
controllable over an x-y grid; 

wherein said phosphor particles comprise hollow particles. 

wherein said direct-write tool is selected from one of an automated syringe and an ink-jet device.
